States Senator. The Board has 
this authority in the act which 
created it, under a. provision that 
it may be done where an incon- 
sistency is shown. 

There is an obvious inconsis- 
tency insofar as the vote of Myers 
is concerned, where the official 
return sheet shows 166 votes for 
him and 619 for U. S. Senator 
James J. Davis. All other Demo- 
cratic candidates there received 
approximately 260 and all other 
Republicans approximately 620, 
so that if there was a cutting ol 
Myers on the Democratic ballot, 
Davis has not received the bene- 
fit of it according to the count. 

The error became still more ob- 
vious in view of the assertion by 
District Board officials who say 
there were 254 straight Demo- 
cratic ballots cast out of which 
Myers is credited with only 166. 

Democratic County Chairman

Montgomery County has served 
as'tlTC' treasury of ' the 'five- county" 
group. 

Under the original agreement 
in which the Defense Council of 
the five counties were brought to- 
gether, an annual expenditure of 
$13,000 was provided to carry on 
its work. This money was con- 
tributed by the five counties and 
the money deposited with and ex- 
penditures handled through Mont- 
gomery County. 

Under the agreement the an- 
nual contributions from the five 
counties were: Philadelphia. 55,- 
200; Delaware. $2,340: Montgom- 
ery. $2,340: Bucks and Chester, 
$1,560 e'ach. 

Expenditures ran high until 
May of this year as a result of 
operation of the various systems 
designed for adequate protection 
by the use of hundreds of tele- 
phones clerical help, etc. 

Since June, however, it is un- 
derstood the expenditure has been 
cut only about $50 a month
